DECLARATION

I, Christine Chen, hereby declare that: 

1 . I am a co-inventor of the above-described patent application and a co-inventor of the 
subject matter described and claimed therein. 

2. I am an employee of Oracle International Corporation (hereinafter "Oracle"), the 
assignee of the above-described patent application. I have been continuously employed at Oracle 
since July 1, 1996. My current position is senior development manager. 

3. I was involved with discussions between Oracle employees and Oracle consultants to 
design an extension to the standard Available to Promise (ATP) system in E-Business Suite. The 
extension to the system was designed to perform updating of the supply plan used by a 
customer's ATP system. This idea was discussed prior to July 1 st , 2002.

4. The extension to the ATP system was implemented by the consultants and sold to the 
customer prior to July 1 st , 2002. 

5. Based on information and belief, the extension to the ATP system implemented for the 
customer performed the following functionality: 

a. When a supply plan (also referred to as an ATP plan) needs to be updated, a 
new supply plan is launched ("Plan 2"). 

b. As Plan 2 is being created, new and changed demand requests are promised 
using the old plan ("Plan 1 "). Records that are changed or added during this time are flagged. 

c. After the completion of the creation of Plan 2, the records in Plan 2 reflect the 
demand request records prior to the launch of Plan 2. 

d. Plan 2 is then updated with the new and changed demand requests that were 
promised under Plan 1 during the creation of Plan 2. The new and changed demand requests 
from Plan 1 are copied directly into Plan 2. All demand associated with the new and changed 
records in Plan 1 (including demand, supply and resource requirements) are copied directly into 
Plan 2. Thus, all demand associated with the changed records in Plan 2 is overwritten by the 
Plan 1 information and the latest supply and capacity picture in Plan 2 is not considered. 

e. While Plan 2 is being updated, new and changed demand requests continue to 
be processed under Plan 1 . At some point, Plan 1 becomes unavailable so that the updates to 
Plan 2 with the new and changed records can finish processing. 

f. After Plan 2 has been updated with all of the new and changed records from 
Plan 1, Plan 2 is activated as the new supply plan for order promising.
